Q—My doctor says that a 


small artery in the back wall 
of my heart ruptured and 
caused pain in my arms, 
chest and between my shoul- 
der blades. After five hours 
the pain left as suddenly as 
it came. Was this a heart at- 
tack? 


A—It had all the earmarks 


of a myocardial infraction 
(one 
type of heart attack)

The 
diagnosis could have been 
established by getting an 
electrocardiogram. 


Q—Drs. Evers and Wil- 


liamson in Alabama have 
found disodium edatate to be 
about 90 per cent effective in 
treating hardening of the 
arteries and preventing heart 
attacks. Is this drug avail- 
able to the general public? 


A—This use of this drug is 


still experimental but good 
results have been reported 
from several sources. It is a 
prescription drug and should 
be taken only under medical 
supervision. 


Q—I have frequent attacks 


of angina pectoris. They are 
relieved b y nitroglycerine 
tablets, but is there any way 
to prevent them? 


A—If you have not already 


done so, you should cjuit 
smoking, keep your weight 
rather than once or twice a 
week. 


Q—In a recent answer you 


told a mother whose son was 
born with hypospadias, a 
urethral opening that falls 
short of the end of the penis, 
that two operations in early 
childhood would correct the 
detect. My son, 39, was born 
with that defect and our 
doctor told us no operation 
was needed. He is now mar- 
ried and has a family. Could 
he have trouble later be-

done?

an early round match in the 
1930 
Vanderbilt Cup tourna- 


ment. South was the late 
Philip Hal Sims, the greatest 
auction bridge player of all 
time and one of the titans of 
those early days of contract. 
North was Willard S. Karn 
who was destined to win the 
1931 
Vanderbilt with Sims 


and Oswald J a c o b y and 
David Bruce. 


Bruce held the West cards 


and was then a rather un- 
known young player. Sims' 
one-spade 
o p e n i n g and 


Karn's raise to two spades 
were about the same bids 
that would be made today 
except that a lot of players 
would open the South hand 
with a forcing bid of some 
sort. 


Sims' hand was so strong 


that he decided to bid six 
once Karn raised him. His 
1930 
style would be to jump 


right to the slam but he saw 
no harm in trying a little 
deception. He stopped to bid 
three diamonds! 


Karn went back to three 


spades. He didn't know what 


force and all his hand war- 
ranted was the most mini- 
mum 
response 
he could 


make. 


This 
deception 
boomer- 


anged. Bruce was unknown 
back then but he was .al- 
ready a great player and he 
said to himself, "Sims was 
going to six anyway. Maybe 
he wanted to stop a diamond 
lead." 


Out came the diamond 


king and Sims was one down 
before he could get started. 


Neither the Sims team nor 


the Bruce team won the Van- 
derbilt that year but Sims 
was so impressed by this 
lead that he asked Bruce to 
join the team he was start- 
ing and to play with Jacoby. 
The Sims, Karn, Bruce, Ja- 
coby team won everything 
in 1931 but broke up shortly 
after while the Bruce-Jacoby 
partnership continued as the 
base of the famous Four 
Aces team that dominated 
bridge from 1932 to 1941.

Disease Menace 
Increases for 
Dog Population 


M 


en with hunting dogs know 
about this, but being a non- 
hunter 1 didn't learn the 


facts until recently —that the 
incidence of heart -worm infesta- 
tion in Hope and 
Hempstead 


county poses a steadlly*growing 
threat to our dog population, 
; \ The manner In which a dog 
becomes infected is particular- 
ly ominous, You keep him fenc- 
ed In, feed him properly, you 
see that he gets the full routine 
of "shots" to prevent rabies, 
hepatitis, etc. 
—and still he 


develops a case of heart-worms. 
Here's how it goes: 


One dog can't Infect another 


dog directly. The disease is 
transmitted by mosquitoes. A 
mosquito stings an Infected dog, 
then plants the microorganism 
in the bloodstream of a healthy 
dog. The worms are generated 
In the bloodstream. Unless they 
are checked by medication the 
worms multiply and spread, un- 
til they reach the dog's heart 
and kill him. 


One of the earliest symptoms 


is that a dog loses control of his 
hind quarters, as though his 
back legs suffered partial pa- 
. ralysis. The worms are beginn- 
ing to attack his circulatory 
;system. Get him to a veteri- 
nary fast and begin medication 
— or you will lose the dog. 


It always pays to keep a close 


eye on your cherished pet. One 
night I noticed my Boxer had 
trouble getting his hind legs up 
a couple of steps to the kitchen 
— an ominous sign in a big, ac- 
tive dog only 4 years old. Out 
to the veterinary he went the 
next morning and I got the bad 
news about heart-worms. 


Treatment is by "shots" and 


a series of daily pills. The 
worms are gradually killed out 
in the blood-stream, preventing 
a fatal accumulation in the heart. 
You may encounter a second 
seizure in the dog, more severe 
than the first, but chances are 
this is merely a convulsion due 
to the medicine's attack upon 
the worms. If he's a young dog 
you'll probably save him with 
prompt treatment — but the odds 
are against an older animal, the 
veterinary says. 


If "shots" are the treatment, 


you ask, why not give a healthy 
dog "shots" to begin with and 
ward off any threat? But the 
"shots" aren't a preventative 
like an inoculation for rabies 
or hepatitis. They have no last- 
ing value — are used only when 
the dog is known to be infected. 


Twenty years ago C.V. Nunn, 


former Hope auto dealer, told 
me about heart-worms killing 
his bird dog. Not much was 
known 
about treatment back 


yonder, but obviously the disease 
has existed for years. 


At Sarasota, Fla., a couple 


of years ago I picked up a re- 
port that salt-water mosquitoes 
killed dogs wholesale on the 
Gulf Coast. 
My informant fail- 


ed to mention heart-worms, and 
the statement about mosquitoes 
didn't make much sense stand- 
ing alone. I got the answer from 
Dr. 
Herbert 
Rogers, local 


veterinary, when I mentioned 
the 
Florida report. He said 


Florida had one of the top heart- 
worm infestations in America 
— due to the mosquitoes on its 
salt-water coast. 


Obviously 
the 
disease's 


spread 
is governed by two 


factors - the number of infect- 
ed dogs, and the number of mos- 
quitoes on hand to transmit 
heart-worms to healthy animals, 


The problem: To check and 


cure all ailing dogs, and to stamp 
out mosquitoes — as tough a 
twofold job as ever confronted 
dog-lovers. 


Meanwhile — watch your own 


dog; he may be next on the list.

posed constitutional amendment 
calling for the direct, popular 
election of the president has 
been approved by the House in 
such an overwhelming fashion 
that even the measure's sup- 
porters are

339-70—raised backers' hopes 
that the proposal can win Sen- 
ate approval, state ratification 
and become the 26th amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


However Senate prospects for 


the 
proposal 
are uncertain. 


There is strong opposition in the 
Judiciary Committee, where the 
question of electoral reform is 
now stalled. 


And several weeks ago Sen,

porter of the amendment, said it 
was 13 votes short of the needed 
two-thirds majority on the floor.

(AP) - The 


Office of Economic Opportunity 
is about to undergo a drastic 
shakeup of headquarters 
per- 


sonnel. The disclosure left near- 
ly lOOof the antlpoverty agen- 
cy's employes without specific 
duties and facing an uncertain 
future. 


The shakeup disclosure was 


made suddenly and apparently 
without warning Wednesday in 
a memorandum from OEO Di- 
rector Donald Rumsfeld to all 
1,100 
headquarters personnel, 


Attached to the memorandum 
was a list of about 900 people 
who will have definite new as- 
signments. 


Those not on the list, many in 


the $15,000 to $20,000 salary 
range, were told 
they were 


being put in a pool, to be used 
wherever they were needed, un- 
til their future was decided. 


Sources 
within 
OEO said 


many of the 100 people left in 
professional limbo had been as. 
sociated with the antipoverty 
agency's 
more controversial 


programs. 


Some expressed the fear they 


were being eased out of the 


agency entirely. 


An OEO spokesman denied 


that these people were on "a 
black list," but stopped short of 
guaranteeing 
that all 
would 


have jobs when the reorganiza- 
tion is complete. 


"There are some very good 


people who are notion that list," 
the 
spokesman said. "That 


doesn't mean they won't be 
reassigned. Some of them are 
worried, sure. They probably 
have good reason. But some of 
the people are being snatched 
up already and we're certainly 
not taking them as one big 
group and throwing them out." 


Referring to those not on the 


list, the memorandum said: 


"If your name does not ap- 


pear on the lists, supervisory 
personnel and
